President Edwin E. Huffman of; 


the Board of Police Commissioners 
today assumed responsibility for 
the removal Saturday night of de- 
tails of policemen who had main- 
tained a four-day vigil at the head- 
quarters of the principal distribu- 
ters of slot machines in St. Louis. 
Removal of the policemen pro- 
vided an opportunity for the dis- 
tributors of gambling devices 
which flooded St. Louis in recent 
weeks to secrete these illegal de- 
vices, the seizure of which Huff- 
man had refused to authorize. 


Huffman Statement. 


Huffman said, in a formal state- 
ment: 

“Since the matter of police de- 
tails at headquarters of slot-ma- 
chine companies may not be fully 
understood by the public, I think 
I should say that, when the appli- 
cations for search warrants were 
formally presented to me about 9 
o'clock last Tuesday night, it was 
my personal opinion that I had no 
authority to issue them. I had 
looked into this question two years 


ago 

oT felt, however, that I should 
review the matter and further dis- 
cuss it with the Circuit’ Attorney's 
staff and with other attorneys. I 
did have such discussion promptly. 
Within about three hours after ap- 
plications for search warrants 
were received, police details were 
placed at the addresses named in 
the proposed warrants. 

“In a conference which I had 
with police officials shortly before 
noon Saturday, I stated I had no 
knowledge of.any prospective ac- 
tion affording any reason for fur- 
ther continuance of the details, 
and it was agreed that they should 
be removed, 

Purpose of Guard. 

“Police who were detailed never 
had any legal authority to prevent 
the removal of any machines and 
were there solel¥ for the purpose 
of securing information as to ac- 
tivities with respect to gambling 
machines, which might possibly be 
of value in law enforcement. Of 
course, the first press comment, 
approximately two weeks ago, 
gave proprietors notice upon 
which to take any action with 
reference to removal which they 
desired.”

FATHERS LAST IN DRAFT 


Compromise Would Strip McNutt of Selec- 
tive Sérvice Authority—Clears Way 
for Quick Passage. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16 (AP).— 
Senate and House conferees today 
cleared the way for quick passage 
of legislation placing pre-Pear] 


Harbor fathers at the bottom of 
the draft list and stripping War 
Manpower Commission Chairman 
Paul V. McNutt of authority over 
the selective service system. 

The conferees, representing the 
Senate and House Military Affairs 
committees, agreed on a compro- 
mise bill under which the Kilday 
procedure for inductions would ap- 
ply. This would be on a nation- 
wide basis, by categories in which 
fathers would be the last to be 
taken. 

Policy authority now held by 
McNutt over the selective service 
system would be returned to the 
President with the provision that 
if he delegated it, he must delegate 
it to Maj. Gen. Lewis B. Hershey, 
the selective service director. 


The conferees agreed also: 

1. On abandonment of a 
provision under which defer 
of non-fathers in Government d 
industry would be forbidden ex- 
cept where their services are in- 
dispensable. 

2. On provisions under which 
registrants whose inductions are 
imminent shall, on request, be sent 
by their local draft boards to in- 
duction centers for pre-induction 
physical examinations to determine 
their fitness for service. The ex- 
aminations would be binding on 
the local draft board, although the 
registrant would continue subject 
to “periodic examinations.” 

3. On provisions adopted by both 
houses authorizing the appoint- 
ment of a medical commission to 
determine whether Army and Navy 
physical standards can be lowered 
to permit inductions of some of the 
more than three million registrants 
now classified 4-F.

John Temmelmann, 60-year-old 
porter for the Advertisers’ Display 
and Exhibits Inc., was killed this 
afternoon when he was struck on 
the back of the neck by the fist 
of a young robber who accosted 
him at Fourteenth and St. Charles 
streets and took from him a pay- 
roll of $2035 at 2:45 o'clock. 

Temmelmann was walking from 
the Industrial Bank and Trust Co., 
901 Washington avenue, to his 
company’s offices, 1408 Locust 
street, when the robber leaped 
from a passing automobile, struck 
him and knocked him to the street. 

As the thief grabbed for the 
manila envelope in which Temmel- 
mann carried the money, it ripped 
open, spililng $135 in $1 bills on 
the street, 

The $135 was recovered by Tem- 
melmann and persons who hap- 
pened by after the robbery. The 
thief obtained all the rest of the 
money in the envelope and fled in 
the waiting automobile. 

Temmelmann, of 1015 Emmet 
avenue, was taken to Police to re- 
late his account of the holdup. 
While there he fainted and was 
rushed to City Hospital. Shortly 
after his arrival he died of what 
@hysicians said probably was a 
heart attack, induced by the ex- 
citement, 

Temmelmann had been employed 
by the advertising firm for seven 
years. It was customary for him 
to go to the bank each Tuesday 
afternoon to obtain the payroll in 
cash, police learned, and take it to 
the company’s offices. 


6 KILLED, MORE THAN 20 HURT 
IN EXPLOSION AT MINE DEPOT 


YORKTOWN, Va., Nov. 16 (AP). 
—An explosion in a warehouse at 
the Naval Mine Depot here early 
today killed six civilian employes 
and injured more than 20, two of 
them seriously. The blast awak- 
ened thousands of residents of 
Norfolk, Portsmouth and Newport 
News, some 30 miles distant. 

Capt. R. D. Kirkpatrick, com- 
manding officer at the depot, said 
he believed the damage was exten- 
sive, but that no estimate could 
be given immediately. Several 
fires broke out, but were extin- 
guished. 

Earlier the navy had said that 
deaths totaled eight, but investiga- 
tion showed only six known dead 
and a possibility that one or two 
other employes, believed to have 
been working at the depot, may 
have been killed.

Mrs. de Marigny Unable 
to Fly to U. S. to Talk 
Over Troubles With 
Her Mother.: 


NASSAU, Bahamas, Nov. 16 
(AP).—The first official intimation 
of the actual size of the fortune of 
the late Sir Harry .Oakes came to- 
day from Walter Foskett of Palm 
Beach, Fla., attorney for the fam- 
ily, who said it was about 25 mil- 
lion dollars, 

Some private estimates have 
ranged as high as 200 millions, but 
Foskett termed such a figure “fan- 
tastic.” He said Oakes owned only 
40 per cent of the stock of the 
Lake Shore gold mine in Canada. 

Oakes’ Nasgau holdings were val- 


ued at 14 milliong in an appraisal 
filed here after his death. 

Nancy Oakes de Marigny 
planned to fly to the United States 
today to discuss her troubles with 
her mother and friends, but she 
was unable to get a plane seat at 
the last minute. 

Her reservation on a Pan Amer- 
ican Airways clipper was good 
only if another passenger failed 
to appear, and none did. 

She had planned a trip to Miami 
and to Palm Beach, where Lady 
Eunice Oakes is resting, to con- 
fer about the problems which have 
arisen since her husband, Alfred 
de Marigny was acquitted last 
week of the murder of her father. 

Alfred de Marigny has been “in- 
vited” to leave the Bahamas as a 
result of the recommendation of 
the jury which freed him of the 
charge that he killed Oakes, 

Although Mrs, de Marigny insist- 
ed that her husband was innocent 
of murder, and testified in his be- 
half, her mother appeared at the 
trial as a prosecution witness. 

Although she denied vehemently 
that she and her mother are 
estranged, the two women saw lit- 
tle of each other while both were 
here for the 22-day trial. 

There was no announcement by 
de Marigny on what. he planned 
to do about the “invitation” by the 
Governor-in-Council to leave this 
Crown colony. 

The action of the body, com- 
posed of the Governor, colonial 
officials and ranking private citi- 
zens, is the first step in Bahamas 
deportation procedure. If the “in- 
vitation” goes unheeded, the next 
step is deportation, in which case 
the person cap go only to the place 
of his citizenship. 

De Marigny is a citizen of Mau- 
ritius, as is the Marquis Georges 
de Visdelou-Guimbeau, his close 


| friend, who received a like “invi- 


tation.” 


Opposites May Attract, but Like 
Marries Like, Professors Discover 


CHICAGO, Nov. 16 (AP).—A boy 
and a girl with common traits are 
more likely to get married than a 
pair having opposite attractions, 


two college professors who made 
a survey of 1000 engaged pairs dis- 
closed today. 

Dr. Ernest W. Burgess, professor 
of sociology at the University of 
Chicago, and Dr. Paul Wallin of 
Stanford University called it 
“homogamy in marriage.” Homo- 
gamy is a Greek word meaning 
“Like marries like.” 

The chief point of similarity 
which governs marriages, the pro- 
fessors said the survey disclosed, 
is religious affiliation. Persons ad- 
hering to the same faith are more 
likely to be.attracted to one an- 
other and to marry than persons of 
different faiths, they said. 

The next most important fac- 
tor governing marriage, the sur- 


vey showed, is similar family cul- 


tural backgrourid. Other elements 
involved2in the survey, all of which 
werg found to have a bearing on 
probability of marriage, were fam- 
ily relationships, social participa- 
tion, courtship behavior, and con- 
ceptions of marriage. 

“The findings indicate that to a de- 
gree somewhat greater than chance 
the ‘Lone Wolf’ mates’ with 
the solitary person,” the report said. 
“The gregarious with his kind; that 
those who have no, few, or many 
friends of the opposite sex select 
a life partner with similar experi- 
ence, and that those who are ahd 
who are-not considered indifferent 
to the opposite sex tend to gravi- 
tate to others like themselves.” 

The professors said of the 1000 
engaged pairs surveyed by ques- 
tionnaire since 1937, 126 later broke 
their engagements; 26 are sepa- 
rated or divorced and six still are

Loyd I. Miller, director of the 
State Penal Commission; Paul V. 
Renz, farms commissioner, and P, 
F. Willis, commissioner of indus- 
tries, signed a stipulation acknowl- 
edging that prison inventories’ had 
been understated and consumption 
allotments were exceeded by many 
thousands of ration points. 

The three commissioners and 
Prison Warden Paul E. Kaiser and 
Deputy Warden Howard H. Couch 
occupy State-owned residences to 
which prisoners are assigned as 
servants. In each of the five 
homes, the stipulation set out, 
there had been excessive use of 
rationed foods. 

Free to Prosecute, 

Terms of the stipulation left the

MOSCOW, Nov. 16 (AP),—The 
Red Army swung sharply north 
along the eastern edge of the Pri- 
pet marshes today, ripping out an- 
other important section of the Ger- 
man communications system and 
covering the flank of the great 
Russian bulge west of Kiev.

SIMPLE DEVICE 
KEEPS TORPEDOED 
TANKERS AFLOAT 


LONDON, Nov. 16 (AP). — A 
simple anti-torpedo “secret defense 
weapon” for tankers was disclosed 
today by the Ministry of Shipping, 
which said it had saved thousands 


of gallons of gasoline and oil sup- 
plies. 

Compressed air is the basis of 
the new system. An airline is 
fitted the full length of the tanker 
and is connected at both ends to 
a compressor pump. If the ship 
is torpedoed, air is pumped into 
the damaged compartments at the 
desired pressure, and the inrush 
of water is checked and forced 
out. 

Through the use of the com- 
pressor pump, one tanker hauling 
12,000 tons of benzine and kero- 
sene was taken 900 miles to port 
after being torpedoed. The tanker 
then returned 11,000 miles to the 
United States for repairs.

MUST AWAIT END

Secretary Says U. S., Brit- 
ain Agree—Any Other 
Policy Would Interfere

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16 (AP).— 
The United States and Great Brit-

Hull said today, that settlement of 
Buropean territorial disputes 
ane be put off until the war’s 
end, 

He explained at a press confer- 
ence that the formula reached at 
Moscow for giving Italy political 
self-determination would serve as 
an example in dealing with other 
liberated areas, 
ment of some 30-odd territorial 
controversies must await the end 
of the war. 

Hull was speaking only for this 
country, it was explained, but he 
pointed out that leaving territorial 
disputes until the end of the war 
is in accord with British and 
American declarations during the 
last two years. 

Hull mentioned no. areas specifi- 
cally, but his remarks seemed to 
indicate that the political status 
of Poland and the. Baltic states 
would be deferred until final de- 
termination of their boundaries. 

Russia occupied part of Poland, 
the states of Estonia, Latvia and 
Lithuania and a part of Finland 
before Germany invaded the So- 
viet Union. Estonia, Latvia and 
Lithuania were incorporated in the 
Soviet Union before the Nazis oc- 
cupied them, but they are still 
recognized diplomatically by the 
United States. 

All territorial disputés are set 
off by themselves, Hull said, until 
the end of the fighting. No other 
policy can be allowed to interfere 
unless someone wants to stop the 
whole war and settle the many 
territorial questions first, Hull em- 
phasized. 

He said it was natural that no 
liberated area could be dealt with 
finally until territorial questions 
had been disposed of.

The target was not disclosed, but 
the Berlin radio reported a day- 
light air raid warning was sound- 
ed at Oslo, the capital. 

o Greek Fields Hit. 

Allied headquarters in Algiers 
revealed that units of .the_ re- 
organized Yugoslav air force, now 
trained as heavy bomber crews, 
have entered the war in the Med- 
iterranean theater and yesterday 
flew with formations of the Unit- 
ed States Fifteenth Air Force Lib- 
erators to bomb Athens’ Elevsis 
airfield. United States medium 
bombers from Italy struck Kala- 
maki airfield in the Athens region. 

Long-range fighters accompanied 
both the medium and heavy bomb- 
ers to Athens and back. Two Al- 
lied planes were lost in the attacks 
in Greece and in fighter attacks 
in Italy. 

(The Berlin radio said 16 Amer- 
ican planes were shot down over 
Greece yesterday.) 

Allied headquarters said both air- 
fields were well covered by bomb 
strikes. The medium bombers 
were engaged over Kalamaki by 
German fighters, 

Nazis Raid Plymouth. 

For the first time in. months the 
German air force struck last night 
at Southwest England, delivering 
a sharp attack on a coastal town

WITH THE FIFTH ARMY IN 
ITALY, Nov. 16 (AP).—With ad- 
vances now measured in yards in- 
stead of in miles, the road to 
Rome has become by far the 
toughest route. of battle any Amer- 
ican troops have fought on in the 
Mediterranean theater. 

Neither Tunisia nor Sicily pre- 
sented the difficulties which the 
Allied troops must overcome be- 
fore they drive the enemy into 
Northern Italy, and it is becoming 
obvious that neither of those cam- 
paigns cost the blood this drive 
will cost. . 

The difficulties are the weather, 
terrain and a well-trained, well- 
disciplined enemy dug into strong 
points of solid rock in numbers 
greater than the Germans have 
previously congregated along a 
single front in this theater. 

The roads to the front are slimy 
brown strips of mud, Each small 
stream is ai terrific’ bottleneck.

LONDON, Nov. 16 (AP).—Evac- 
uation of the Peljesac peninsula 
in Southern Dalmatia under heavy 
German pressure and a general 
retreat before reinforced Nazi 
forces in Macedonia were acknowl- 
edged today by the Yugoslav Na- 
tional Liberation Army of Gen. 
Josip (Drug Tito) Broz. 

The Germans apparently were 
attacking on several fronts suc- 
cessfully, but Broz reported in a 
broadcast communique that his 
forces had checked a Nazi drive 
in Eastern Bosnia, and that his 
Partisan forces had killed 140 
Germans and captured two enemy 
positions in Slovenia. More than 
100 Germans were killed in a sin- 
gie clash in Bosnia, the communi- 
que said. 

The communique also “reported 
bitter fighting between Broz’s Par- 
tisans and German forces alleged- 
ly reinforced by Nedic and Mihailo- 
vic Chetniks in Serbia. 

Meanwhile, British headquarters 
in Cairo reported that on the 
Aegean island of Lero. British 
troops “continue to hold” the Ger- 
man invaders in fierce hand-to- 
hand fighting, despite “heavy and 
incessant bombing attacks” by 
German planes. 

The German line thrown across 
the narrow neck of the island has 
been broken and the British have 
re-established north-south commu- 
nications, it was learned. The spirit 
of the defenders was termed “mag- 
nificent.” ' 

A Cairo communique disclosed 
that American bombers. escorted 
by British long-range fighters at- 
tacked two enemy aestroyers near 
Lero yesterday and got a hit on 
one of them. A large column of 
black smoke issued from the de- 
stroyer. The enemy vessels were 
escorted by JU-88s and Arado-196s. 

Allied planes also hit enemy po- 
sitions on Lero, Rhodes and Crete.

GREEK FORCES LAND, 
TURN TIDE ON LERO 


BODRUM, Turkey, Nov. 16 (AP). 
-—Fierce Greek Andarts, storming 
ashore on Lero last Friday to 
strike the first major Greek blow 
of revenge against the Nazis, re- 
versed the situation on the be 
sieged Dodecanese island just as 
the German assault had about suc- 
ceeded, refugees arriving here said 
today. 

The Andarts are a Greek mili- 
tary and political organization es- 
timated to number “about 30,000 
fighting men, groups of which have 
been waging guerrilla warfare 
against the Nazis on the Greek 
mainland. 

Swinging directly into battle, the 
Greeks were said to have gained 
control of the landing beaches, at- 
tacked the Nazis from the rear 
and thrown back approximately 
500 German parachutists and 600 
regular infantrymen. 

The Andarts struck after suc- 
cessive waves of German reinforce- 
ments from both sea and air had 
pinched the British defenders down 
to narrow sectors of the island, 
the refugees said. 

They added that the Andarts 
were put ashore by a destroyer 
whigh had made the dangerous run 
to the island under cover of dark- 
ness. 

Reports reaching Bodrum put the 
German dead at 2000, but the Nazis 
were believed to be holding one of 
their beachheads, 


R. A. F. IN HEAVIEST. RAID

SOUTHWEST PACIFIC Al- 
LIED HEADQUARTERS, Nov. 16 
(AP).—Allied bombers have sunk 
or damaged more than one Jap- 


anese warship a day during the 
Allied offensive in the Northern 
Solomons. . 

On Oct. 12, a record load of 350 
tons hit Rabaul, New Britain. it 
was the opening blow of the cur- 
rent drive. Three destroyers were 
among the ships sunk during the 
raid, . 

To date, beginning with that 
raid, Allied flyers in their favorite 
hunting ground for enemy wéar- 
ships—Rabaul and Kavieng, New 
Ireland—have sunk or damaged 
more than 40. s 

Three cruisers, at least 10 de 
stroyers and a gunboat have been 
sunk. At least 11 cruisers, 15 de- 
stroyers, a destroyer tender, a sub- 
marine, a submarine tender and a 
corvette have been damaged. Two 
additional cruisers were listed as 
probably hit at Rabaul. 

The air blows to the cruisers 
have been heavy that Secretary 
of the Navy Knox said Japan has 
been seriously impaired in that 
category for future operations in 
the Rabaul area. Adding to Ja- 
pan’s cruiser losses during the 
period were: one sunk and two 
damaged in a naval battle off 
Bougainville. 3 

Headquarters reported today that 
a 1000-pound bomb, dropped by a 
Catalina flying boat, landed on the 
stern of a Japanese cruiser 18 
miles northwest of Rabaul Satur- 
day night, penetrating the armor 
and exploding inside the warship.

LONDON, Nov. 16 (AP).—The 
new French-installed Lebanese 
Government asked storekeepers to 
reopen their shops today, the 
Beirut radio said, as Gen. Georges 
Catroux, emissary of the French 
Committee of National Liberation, 


sought to settle the dispute over 
the little republic’a, sovereignty. 
The broadcast said the appeal 
was made to merchants to resume 
business “in order to restore nor- 
mal conditions with the least pos- 
sible delay.” 

With Lebanese officials still in 
jail as the result of an attempt to 
amend the republic’s constitution, 
an armed truce was in effect in 
Belrut, the capital, as Catroux 
arrived by plane. 

(A Reuters dispatch from Haifa 
said the Palestine-Lebanese fron- 
tier had been closed to all except 
military traffic.) 

From other countries in the 
Near East, meanwhile, appeals on 
behalf of Lebanon continued. A 
Bagdad dispatch said that Wen- 
dell L. Willkie’s support for Leb- 
anon, “in the interests of democ- 
racy, the Allies and the aims of 
the United Nations,” had been 
asked in a cable sant by the presi- 
dent of the Iraq Senate. 
Cairo dispatches said another 
message had been sent by Ibn 
Saud, King of Saudi Arabia and 
a powerful Arab leader, to British 
Prime Minister Churchill strongly 
protesting against the French ac- 
tion in Lebanon and asserting 
that it “has created the worst im- 
pression on the Arab peoples.” 
He urged Churchill to use his in- 
fluence for the release of Lebanese 
officials. He sent similar messages 
to President Roosevelt and Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle, head of- the 
French committee at Algiers. 

A French radio broadcast from 
Algiers, meanwhile, claimed Leb- 
anese and Syrian support. It said 
that “a big delegation of Lebanese 
and Syrians of all political and re- 
ligious groups” expressed to the 
Governor General of French West 
Africa at Dakar yesterday “assur- 
ance of their attachment to the 
motherland and the French Com- 
mittee of National Liberation and 
their wish that the work of col- 
laboration undertaken by France 
in Lebanon should be continued.” 
On the other hand, in London it 
was reported that the British ex- 
pected Catroux to withdraw. Jean 
Louis Helleu, French high commis- 
sioner, and to order the release of 
the Lebanese Cabinet arid, Parlia- 
ment members whose arrest on 
Helleu’s instructions was followed 
by establishment of a new govern- 
ment. 

ln Cairo, a correspondent who 
said he saw Helleu Saturday, quot- 
ed him as saying that Gen. De 
Gaulle “is entirely responsible for 
the action of the French here. 
Everything I have done was made 
in complete agreement with him.” 


Hull Says U. S. Has Taken Up 

Lebanon Crisis With French. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16 (AP).— 
Secretary of State Hull said today 
that the United States has taken 
up the tense situation in Lebanon 
with the French Committee for 
National Liberation, but declined 
to confirm reports that this Gov- 
ernment has made a strong pro- 
test to the French, 

Egypt and several other Near 
Eastern governments have ap- 
pealed to the United Stateg to do 
something about the situation, Hull 
said, adding this Government is 
giving attention and consideration:

With the Norway raid the Flying 
Fortress Knockout Dropper  be- 
came the first B-17 to complete 50 
missione with the Britain-based 
Eighth Air Force. In its 300 hours 


of combat operation jt dropped 112 
tons of bombs. 

Allied headquarters at Algiers 
disclosed that the Yugoslavs with 
the Fifteenth Air Force fly planes 
bearing the Yugoslav insignia and 
operate under their own command. 

Yugoslav Air Force officers were 
leaders of the coup d’etat in Yugo- 
slavia in the spring of 1941 against 
Prince Paul’s Government after it 
had decided to yield to German 
pressure.

It wag the Yugoslav Air Force 
which moved the Government out 
of the country and got a large part 
of its personnel out.

Then 
a large group of flyers and cadets 
was sent to the United States for 
training as crews of more modern 
aircraft. .

Chairman Andrews (Dem.), Flor 
ida, of a Senate immigration and 
naturalization subcommittee, said 
as he filed the report that “the 
tenacity and courage of the Chi- 
nese in their terrible ordeal of the 
last seven years has impelled « 
respect that we are proud to 
acknowledge.” 

“It has always been the policy 
of the United States to help China 
in her struggle against encroach- 
ment upon her independence and 
sovereignty, and we are now 
brothers in arms in that cause. 
It is fitting therefore, that the 
incongruity of discriminatory legis- 
lation, inconsistent with the dig- 
nity of both our peoples, should 
be eliminated.” 

The Magnuson bill would place 
Chinese on an immigration quota 
basis which would permit the an- 
nual entry of 106 persons. Chinese 
also would be made eligible to be 
come citizens. 

The citizenship provision, Attor-

Senate Hearing. 

Senator (Cotton Ed) Smith 
(Dem.), South Carolina, anti-New 
Deal cRairman of the Senate Agri- 
culture Committee, commented 
that the administration's price 
roliback-subsidy program’ should 
bring a “political rolling back” in 
1944. 

W. D.” Farr of Greeley, Colo., 
secretary of the Colorado-Nebraska 
Lamb Feeders’ Association, had 
just testified that livestock pro- 
ducers were the principal suffer- 
ers under the Government’s roll- 
back of retail meat prices. 

“You've given a picture of 
what's happening under this roll- 
back.” Smith interposed. “Now it’s 
up to the people to do some politi- 
cal rolling back at the next elec- 
tion.” 

“Germanic Theory” Assaulted. 

Louis Bromfield, author and 
Ohio farmer, viewed the contro- 
versy over subsidies as a manifes- 
tation of a revolt against “the 
Germanic theory” that the citizen 
is the servant of the state. 

“We in the United States are in 
the process of rejecting this new 
theory which has sprung up here,” 
Bromfield told the committee. “It 
had its origin in the desperate 
and tragic depression, I don’t know 
just how. It was put over as a 


liberal doctrine, which I don’t be-| 


lieve it is. 

“This theory conflicts with the 
principle of government which we 
inherited from England and France 
-—-that the state shall be the serv- 
ant of the people. The revolt we 
are now witnessing is a typically 
American revolt, cutting across 
political party lines. When people 
condemn the so-called bureaucrats, 
or protest over subsidies, they are 
objecting to this new principle of 
government that had its origin in 
Germany and took the name of 
socialism.” 

Subsidies Termed Inflationary. 

Charles W. Holman, secretary of 
the National Co-operative Produc- 
ers Federation, first witness for the 
dairy industry, declared that sub- 
sidies are “in themselves wasteful 
and inflationary.” 

He said in a statement that sub- 
sidy payments not only must come 
out of the pockets of taxpayers, 
but “they add doubly to the bur- 
den of taxation because expensive 
administrative costs are heaped 
upon the amount of the subsidy.” 

“This reason alone, in addition 
to all others, including the danger 
of regimentation, is enough to mer- 
it opposition to subsidies by dairy 
farmers and all other people,” Hol- 
man said. 

He predicted 1943 milk produc- 
tion would fall three billion pounds 
below 1942, and that 1944 produc- 
tion would fail by “at least seven 
billion pounds to meet the goal of 
122 billion pounds.”

Federally Licensed. 

No outright gambling devices 
have been seized despite the fact 
that owners of gambling devices 
have, since July, paid the Fed- 
eral government a $100-a-year tax 
on 108 gambling devices operated 
in St. Louis.

The man in charge said none of 
these was owned by the McCall 
Novelty Co., principal distributor 
of federally licensed gambling ma- 
chines in St. Louis, but added that 
all had been shipped across the 
river “in the last two days because 
when McCall got things hot they 
thought they ought to bring them 
Over.” . 

Several truck loads of slot ma- 
chines were taken from the Ideal 
establishment this morning to a 
truck freight terminal at 801 Park 
avenue, 

These machines were of the 
Same type as those seized yester- 
day at the McCall concern, and 
at the Turner Phonograph Co., 
3033 Locust. 


Removal of the Ideal machines

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How Ex-St. Louisan’s Tank-Busters 
Helped Turn the Tide at Salerno 


Lt. Col. Casey’s Force 
Hit Nazi V - Attack 
From Flanks, Knocked 
Out 22 Machines First 
Days of Battle. 


By DON WHITEHEAD 

WITH THE A. E. F. IN ITALY, 
Nov. 10 (Delayed) (AP).—Under 
the direction of Lt. Col. John W. 
Casey of Chicago, former St. Louis 
advertising man and now anti- 
tank officer for the Fifth Army, 
the 32-ton M-10 tank destroyer has 
radically altered old concepts 
which limited its use to engaging 
enemy armored units. Casey’s 
tank destroyers not only are used 
in defensive roles but also for gen- 
eral reconnaissance, for direct sup- 
port of infantry in attack and as 
artillery. 

The tank destroyers, now doing 
a fine job in the drive on Rome, 
had their great day in the inva- 
sion of Italy when they helped 
halt the German tank attack 
which threatened to smash the 
American beachhead on the Gulf 
of Salerno Oct. 14 and 15. 


One Hit Can Destroy Tank. 


The M-10 Tigers, socalled be- 
cause the tank destroyer insignia 
is a tiger crushing an enemy 
tank in its jaws, look much like 
Sherman tanks except that long 
three-inch high velocity guns poke 
out of their turrets. The tank de- 
stroyers weigh the same as the 
Shermans and are powered by two 
Diesel engines. The gun has in- 
direct range of 14,500 yards, a di- 
rect range of about 2000 yards. 

When the 15-pound projectile 
hurled by the tank destroyer gun 
smacks an enemy tank with a di- 
rect hit that tank is literally de- 
stroyed. Already tank destroyers 
have been given official credit for 
destroying 31 tanks, two guns, four 
vehicles, three machine-gun nests 
and several mortars on the Ital- 
ian mainland. 

As yet, the tank destroyers have 
never been given full credit for 
helping break up the big threat to 
the invasion forces when German 
armor drove toward the beach 
down the V-shaped junction of the 
Sele and Calore rivers south of 
Salerno. 

TDs Fire Away From Flianks, 

When the attack began to de- 
velop and it was apparent where

the enemy was to hit, 48 tank de- 
stroyers were sent into position 
on the right side of the V back 
of the Calore, and 30 were put on 
the left side behind the Sele. Later 
24 more were thrown in to bolster 
defenses on the left flank. 

“The tank destroyers dug in 
right behind the infantry,” Casey 
said. “It was a classic example of 
using the tank destroyer in close 
support of infantry and it bueks 
up the morale of the troops to see 
those big TDs with them.” 

While artillery blasted at the 
enemy from the beaches, the tank 
destroyers were firing at them 
from both flanks. The enemy was 
caught in a box of terrific fire. 

On the first day of the attack 
the TDs destroyed 14 enemy tanks 
in the Sele-Calore pocket, while 
the M-10 Tigers accounted for 
eight more on the left flank. 

During their first week of fight- 
img they knocked out 25 enemy 
tanks. 

Since then, enemy armor has 


been no great factor in the fight- 
ing and although they. have de- 
stroyed 31 tanks to date, the TDs 
have not lost a single M-10 as the 
result of enemy tank fire. 


Casey Group in Action. 


Before the Sele-Calore fight was 
over, Cas¢dy was in it himself as 
a battalion commander. His own 
tank destroyers smashed eight 
enemy tanks. 

He came along on the invasion 
and landed as,a Fifth Army ob- 
server pending the consolidation 
of the bridgehead when he was to 
resume his normal functions as 
tank destroyer officer for Lt. Gen. 
Mark W. Clark. ° 
*“T think I was the only man who 
came ashore ang didn’t see a shot 
fired,” Casey chuckles. “I just hap- 
pened to be in one of those little 
spots on the beach where there 
was no fighting.” 

It was not long until he was in 
the thick of it. He accompanied 
an American force into the town 


Jof Persano which was cut off by 


an enemy attack into the Sele- 
Calore salfent. For a time it 
seemed the entire force would be 
wiped out or captured, byt after 
nightfall they fought their way 
out. ° 

At headquarters Casey gave a 
clear picture of the grave situation. 
Many had thought Persano was in 
the hands of American troops and 


‘that there was no threat in that 


sector. He was then put in com- 
mand of: a TD battalion which 
went into the line on the left flank 
of the American defenses. 

Six tank destroyer men won Sil- 
ver Stars for their heroism in the 
Sele-Calore action when their de- 
stroyer moved into the open and 
knocked out five enemy tanks 


while under artillery and small / 


arms fire. . 

When he returned to his regular 
post as antitank officer, Casey 
turned his battalion over to Maj.

Truman Group Calls Ickes, 
Somervell in Inquiry Into 
130-Million Outlav.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16.—Sena- 
tor Harry S. Truman (Dem.), Mis- 
souri, chairman of the National 
Defense Program Investigating 
Committee, annoynced today that 
piblic hearings would be held next 
Monday and Tuesday by the com- 
mittee on the vast Canol project 
in Northern Canada, in which this 
Government ‘is spending at least 
130. million dollars for the develop- 
ment of oil wells, pipelines and re- 
fineries, 

Truman said the committee be- 
lieves it is “significant” that, un- 
der the War Department’s contract 
with the Imperial Oil Co. of Can- 
ada, the United States will not re- 
tain the oil] discovered “as a result 
of our huge expenditures.” 

Those summoned to the hearings 
include Petroleum Administrator 
Harold L. Ickes, Budget Director 
Harold Dewey Smith and Lt. Gen. 
Brehon Somervell, chief of the 
Army Services of Supply. 

Truman pointed out that last 
September, as has been told in the 
Post-Dispatch, a subcommittee 
consisting of Senators Harley M. 
Kilgore (Dem.), West Virginia, and 
Homer Ferguson (Rep.), Michi- 
gan, visited the Canol refinery at 
White Horse, Canada, and held pri- 
vate hearings, which were resumed 
‘by the subcommittee on its return 
to the Capital. 

The hearings, he said, will delve 
into the “wildcatting” for oil, drill- 
ing efficiency, the laying of pipe- 
lines “across apparently unexplored 


3;}parts of Canada,” and the con- 


struction of refineries and numer- 
ous other related facilities. 

“We are investigating the rea- 
sons for entering into this mam- 
moth project,” said Truman, “the 
manner in which it was entered 
into, and the manner in which it 
is being carried out.” 

The hearings are expected to 
disclose that the oil pumped so far 
has been negligible compared to 
the money spent, and that there is 
strong doubt that the pipelines 
can be finished in time to be. of 
real military value to Allied air 
bases in Northern America, where 
planes are shipped to Asia. Army 
officials will take the position, it 
is expected, that if the production 
of the ojl.is stepped up sharply

GERMANS INNORTH 


Partisans Beaten in All- 
Day Fight — Prisoners 
Reported Shot by Nazis 
in Mass Executions. 


BERN, Nov. 16 (AP).—German 
occupation troops this morning 
carried out a series of mass execu- 
tions of prisoners captured in an 
all-day battle with Italian: parti- 
sans near Domodossola yesterday, 
dispatches from Brigue to the 
newspaper La Suisse reported to- 
day. | 

The bulk of the partisans es- 
caped to the hills in northern Italy, 
the Brigue reports said. 

Fighting was particularly violent 
around Villadossola, a village adja- 
cent to Domodossola, and Luino, 
target of an air attack yesterday 


li'which was attributed here to the 


Allies but which, according to La 
Suisse, ‘was actually carried out by 
the Germans, who used both planes 
and artillery against the Italians. 
Three Fascists, all railway em- 
ployes, four German soldiers and a 
number of the [Italian partisans 
were killed, said the dispatches. 
Large numbers on both sides were 
reported wounded, 
Wounded Reported Executed. 
The Italian wounded were re- 
moved from hospitals and, with 
priséners captured by the Ger- 
mans, were taken to a neighboring 
village and shot, La Suisse said, 
Describing the battle, La Suisse 
said the Italians launched an at- 
tack at 10 a. m. Monday against 
German-held armories stored with 
guns and munitions. At the same 
time they called on workers to 
leave their jobs. German and Fas- 
cist troops then opened fire and 
the fight was on. 
(A Madrid dispatch said the 
deadline set for the surrender of 
Italian forces still fighting the 
Nazis in the mountains of south- 
ern France expired today, but that 
reports from France indicated that 
only a few hundred had laid down 
their arms as demanded. The Ger- 


‘!mans had offered amnesty to Ital- 


idns who surrendered.) 
Chaos in North Italy, 

Chaos exists in northern Italy 
where the Nazis have failed in 
their, efforts to conscript Italian 
men as both soldiers and workers, 
according to a foreign diplomat 
who left there Sunday and entered 
Switzerland at the German border. 
He said youths were growing 
beards and using other disguises 
to make them appear old so they 
could avoid Nazi military or labor 
conscription. 

He related that trains carrying 
Italians marked for labor in Ger- 
many frequently were stopped be- 
tween stations, the conscripts flee- 
ing to isolated hideouts. Trains 
often are deserted by trainmen, re- 
quiring the Germans to send spe- 
cial expeditions to clear the tracks, 
Civilians fear to travel at night 
because of constant sabotage. 

However, this informant said, 
German defenses in Northern Italy 
are excellent. Second string 
troops guard neutral frontiers, but 
in the south and in the Po lley 
crack divisions are stationed, 

Current reports that the Ger- 
mans were withdrawing troops 
from Italy were discredited.

It is true the weather fs the 
same on the enemy side of the 
line and their troops are uncom- 
fortable, too, but their communica- 
tions are not hampered by demo- 
litions. Their troops are in well 
prepared positions which give them 
shelter from the elements. Some 
of their outposts have been found 
even to have rugs on the floors 
and large stocks of water, food 
and small luxuries, 

Since they are attacking, the 
Allied troops cannot prepare shel- 
ters to protect them from the rain, 
cold and exposure, 

Because of the apparent quality 
and numbers of enemy troops, the 
Allies are unable to crack the 
Garigliano River line by sheer 
weight of numbers. 

The defenders hold the heights 
and Allied troops must always 
fight their way up slopes in the 
face of direct fire. In many places 
the Germans have dugouts similar 
.to the first World War type open- 
ing into systems of trenches. 

The slowness of the advance,

grad-Odessa railway, Which al- 
ready has been severed at Zhito- 
mir, to effect a junction with 
Soviet forces deployed below Re- 
chitsa.

The Germans have thrown 
strong tank and infantry forces 
into their eounterattacks southeast 
of Zhitomir and west of Fastov, 
on the left flank of the Kiev 
bulge. Dispatches, however, re-| 
ported that all these thrusts had! 
been repulsed, 

Nevertheless, the Red Army was 
moving cautiously to overcome the 
stubborn resistance and safeguard 
this flank before resuming its 
westward drive toward the old 
Polish border. The farthest ad- 
vance in the region beyond Kiev 
was at Baranovka, 42 miles west 
of Kiev and 35 miles from pre- 
war Poland, 

Continuing their offensive in the 
German-held Crimea, the Russians 
were fighting to extend their 
beachheads north and south of the 
town of Kerch, the Soviet com- 
mand said. 


Nazi Reports on Fighting. 

The German ‘Transocean news 
agency in a broadcast said massed 
Russian attacks had dented Ger- 
man lines in eight sectors of the 
long front, but the Nazi high com- 
mand communique pictured the 
battles as defensive successes. 

Transocean reported Soviet gains 
in the Dnieper bend southwest of 
Dnieperopetrovsk, north of Krivoi 
Rog, north of Cherkasy, in the 
Zhitomir area, southwest of Kiev, 
near Rechitsa in the Gomel area) 
and in the Smolensk and Orhsa 
areas of the north. 

It said nearly 100,000 Russian 
troops “at a few points succeed- 
ed in getting through devastating 
German artillery barrages and en- 
forcing local penetrations” south-

Each required a boat capable of 
bearing heavy loads, pushing 
ashore on shallow beaches, dis- 
charging their cargoes in a mini- 
mum of time, and pulling them- 
selves out of the sand so as to 
make a swift getaway. In boot- 
legging vessels designed for these 
purposes, especially in the bayous 
of Louisiana, the Army and Navy 
found ready at hand the proto- 
types of the craft which led the 
attacks at Casablanca, Algiers, 
Gela and Salerno. 

The command's large seagoing 
ships, particularly the LST, boast 
a genealogy more respectable. Lake 
Maracaibo, center of Venezuela's 
oil fields, has an entrance so shal- 
low that light-draft tankers were 
introduced for shipping crude pe- 
troleum to gasoline refineries at 
Aruba and Curacao. The British 
knocked the compartments out of 
one of these tankers, cut hinged 
doors at either side of the prow, 
installed a ramp and thus pro- 
duced the first LST. 


11 Types of Vessel. 

The command has 11 types of 
landing craft, planned for specific 
purposes and standing in the inva- 
sion line at the call of the opera- 
tion’s commander. They are de- 
noted by groups of letters of the 
alphabet, which invariably begin 
with “L,” meaning “landing.” The 
second letter is “C,” for “craft,” in 
all formulae axcept the two largest, 
LST and the new LSD, which sub- 
stitute “S” for “ship.” 

The third letter in every case 
but one refers to the nature of 
the boat's lading. Thus “P” stands 
for personnel, “V” for vehicles, 
“M”" for mechanized equipment, 
“T” for tanks and “I” for infantry. 
But the third letter in LSD refers 
to the fact that this craft is a sea- 
going dock. When a fourth letter 
is added, usually in parentheses, it 
may indicate an alternative lading, 
the size of the boat; or some fea-’ 
ture of its equffiment:’ LCV (P) 
indicates a landing craft to be 
used for either vehicles or person- 
nel. LCI (L) denotes a large land- 
ing craft for infantry. LCP (R) 
is a landing craft for infantry 
with a ramp. Sometimes the fourth 
character is a number. LCT (5) 
and LCT (6) are different models 
of the same landing tank lighter. 

The list begins with LCS, which 
is a support ship. Groups of sup- 
ports protect the first landing 
boats with smoke screens and a 
particular species of gunfire. Next 
come LCP (L) and LCP (R), 
which are old landing craft, 36 
feet long, for placing shock troops 
ashore. LCV and LCV (P) are new 
36-foot boats primarily for landing 
vehicles, though the second may be 
used for personnel. LCM is a 50- 
foot lighter for tanks or other ve- 
ticles. LCT (5) and LCT (6), 
which are more than 100 feet long, 
are tank carriers. 


Classified as Barges. 


All of these vessels are classified 
by the Navy as barges. The first

RIO DE JANEIRO, Nov. 16 (AP). 

PICTURE of men and women 
A cazes and sick but courage- 

eus to the end was sketched 
today by American repatriates re- 
lating the story of the final days 
of American occupancy of Corregi- 
dor fortress in the Philippines. 


When the Japanese finally 
seized “the rock” in Manila Bay 
American soldiers and nurses 
emerged, wan and nervous, from 
the tunnels in which they had 
béen refuged for weeks during 
almost continual aerial and land 
bombardment, 

Deep in the tunnels, said sur- 
vivors, you could hear the con- 
tinual thunder of guns and bombs 
and feel the earth quivering. The 
cessation of the bombardment with 
an armistice was so potent an 
emotion in itself that many badly 
shell-shocked soldiers in tunnel 
hospitals who previously were 
completely unbalanced suddenly 
became normal. 

Some 50 Army nurses as well as 
troops remained in Corregidor un- 
til the last, many of them having 
returned there when Bataan pe- 
ninsula to the north fell. 


Scurvy, Malaria. 


Large numbers of those in Cor- 
regidor were suffering from beri- 
beri, pellagra, scurvy, dysentery 
and malaria. Most of the nurses 
contracted “Guam _ blisters” on 
their arms and legs as the result 
of the overheated and poorly ven- 
tilated tunnels in which they spent. 
nearly all their time in the final 
days prior to capitulation, 

The main water supply had been 
shelled and for days each drew 
half a bucketful of salty water for 
drinking and washing. 

The malnutrition was worst on 
Bataan where the supply lines 
were often disrupted, but food was 
rationed strictly on Corregidor 
and in the final days there was 
little to eat, 

After the enemy’s occupation 
and while awaiting internment, 
the survivors were allowed two 
meals daily by the Japanese—rice 
with a little corned beef and to- 
matg juice. The Japanese prohib- 
ited further food although the two 
tunnels still were loaded with 
supplies. 


Neglected by Captors. 


The Japanese on Corregidor al- 
lowed the nurses to continue work 
among the badly wounded who re- 
mained temporarily in the tunnel 
hospitals, but all able-bodied sol- 
diers were pocketed on a small 
air field. There, huddled during the 
heavy rain of the first night with- 
out blankets or any shelter, the 
Americans sang throughout most 
of the night to help maintain

Repatriated American Tells of 
Seeing Torture in Tokyo 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Nov. 16 
(AP).—How the Japanese silenced 
antigovernment critics among their 
own people ag early as October, 
1940, was related here yesterday by 
Harold N. Landon, a Los Angeles 
electrical engineer, who arrived in 
the repatriation liner Gripsholm. 

Landon was jailed without 
charge for 45 days in Tokyo about 


that time and then went to Shang-/ 


hai where he was caught by the 
war and interned at Pootung. 
Landon said he was not physical- 
ly maltreated in Tokyo jail, but 
that he saw. several Japanese ac- 
cused of opposing the Government 
subjected to harsh measures. 
Among other methods, he said, the 
subject was forced to kneel, naked, 
all day long on a concrete floor 
with a four-iInch bar behind his 
knees, his hands tied behind his 
back and head pulled back by a 
weight, While in that position the 
subject was flogged repeatedly 


lacross the chest and stomach. 


Another repatriate, John Frances 
Harris of Panama City, Fla., said 
that approximately 850 men, in- 
cluding 15d Americans, in the Poo- 
tung camp are facing “a harder 
lot every day.” 

Harris was interned eight months 
at Pootung, where he served as as- 
sistant American liason representa- 
tive between the American prison- 
ers and the Japanese authorities. 


Those at Pootung “lack food, medi- 
essentials and

things are growing worse,” he said. 


Harris expressed belief that Poo- 
tung, with the exception of Hong- 


kong, was the worst camp in China 


primarily because “they apparently

OKLAHOMA CITY, Ok., Nov. 16. 
25-MILLION-DOLLAR midcontinent air termina] as a crossroads 
for east-west and north-south one-stop transcontinental trans- 
port and cargo planes is planned by Oklahoma City for postwar 


Quite as extraordinary as the size of such an undertaking for a city 
of 260,000 population is the plan for financing without Federal assistance. 


Last week, the City Council ap- 
proved purchd@se of 1800 acres ad- 
joining 640 acres the city now 
owns, providing ample space for 
expansion in a four-stage develop- 
ment which ultimately would pro- 
vide runways up to 10,000 feet in 
length. Other runways would in- 
clude two of 6800 feet which may 
be extended to 8000 feet. Two 
4500-foot runways alréady have 
been graded. 


The first stage of the program, 
all of which is to be financed by 
a corporation organized by busi- 
ness men, calls for expenditure of 
six million dollars in addition to 
an investment of about $500,000 al- 
ready made by the city in land and 
improvements. The 640 acres, cost- 
ing about $127,000, was purchased 
with funds provided .by a $987,000 
bond issue approved by voters in 
April, 1940. Cost of the 1800 acres 
is estimated at about $180,000. 
Most of the remaining bond issue 
proceeds will have been spent on 
grading and other improvements, 

The field would be turned over 
to the corporation; patterned after 
the recently liquidated Industrial 
Foundation, which was successful, 
through its cutting of red tape, in 
greatly increasing Oklahoma City’s 
industrial payroll. Organized by the 
Midcontinent Air Terminal Devel- 
opment Committee, the corporation 
is headed by Frank Buttram, pres- 
ident of the Buttram Petroleum 
Co. and of the Independent Pe- 
troleum Association of America. 
Chaigwian of its subcommittee on 
fi e is E. K. Gaylord, president 
of the Oklahoma Publishing Co. 
Jack Hull is secretary of the De- 
veloping Committee. 


Able to Act Quickly. 


This plan of setting up a private 
agency, which raises its own funds 
from local capitalists and business 
men and thus can seize opportuni- 
ties by acting quickly-®ecause it 
has cash in hand and does not 
have to await the uncertain out- 
come of a bond issue election, was 
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worked out by the Oklahoma City 
Industrial Foundation. 

The Industrial Foundation was 
a trust fund of $300,000 raised in 
1940 from citizens in subscriptions 
of $500) to $20,000. Its primary 
purpose was to provide a fund for 
purchase of land and other steps 
requiring capital in promoting de- 
velopment in the field of aviation. 


When the Army wanted Will 
Rogers Field, on which the city 
had spent less than two million 
dollars, it was leased at $1 a year 
for 50 years at the option of the 
War Department. The Army spent 
10 million dollars improving it, 
Private flyers were sent to other 
fields, but airlines still use it. Will 
Rogers Field has a $10,956,000 pay- 
roll. Oklahoma City expects the 
Army to continue to use the field 
after the war since it is midway 
between Langley Field, Va. and 
March Field, Cal. 


In its efforts to bring about the 
location at Oklahoma City of 
what now is the Oklahoma City 
Air Depot, the Industrial Founda- 
tion was able to buy and have 
reauy for immediate improvement 
960 acres, The land was turned 
over to the Army and the Foun- 
dation was reimbursed with 
issue funds. The huge depot, in- 
cluding Tinker Field, is the larg- 
est of three in the United States. 
Its payroll is 32 million dollars, of 
which 27 million goes to civilians. 

The Foundation also bought 240 
acres of land which was devel-

The Truth About Lebanon 


The diseased old buzzard of European imperial- 
ism that has hovered ‘over the Eastern world 
since the twelfth century comes home to roost 
once more with strife in Lebanon. These are 
not troubleg made by Charles de Gaulle, apostle 
of French liberation. 

This is the work of old empire-builders of 
both France and Britain. Colonialism has al- 
ways had conflict for a partner, and conflict 
has always come when the colonial hand was 
weakest. With no constitutional French Parlia- 
ment to act in authority, the Lebanese have re- 
belled. Moral justice is on their side. But why 
blame Charles de Gaulle? pe | 

Britain should best of all understand the prob- 
lem. Were it not for the rod of Kiplingesque 
empire in Mesopotamia, in Egypt, in India and 
Palestine, she might well have the same national- 
istic breed of insurrection to cope with. 

Is De Gaulle to blame for the 1912 statement 
of the French Prime Minister, M. Poincare: “We 
have traditional interests in the Lebanon and 
Syria, which we intend to have respected”? Is 
De Gaulle to blame for the conniving of Clemen- 
ceau and other shrewd French leaders who wrest- 
ed a Syrian (including the Lebanon) mandate 
from the 1919 peace conference despite recommen- 
dations against it from two American delegates? 
For the approval of terms of the mandate by the 
Council of the League of Nations in 1922, and 
their subsequent affirmation by the Treaty of 
Lausanne in 1924? Was De Gaulle a power in 
France when the French established their Levan- 
tine sphere of influence in the last century, 
cemented it during Turkey’s Balkan wars, and 
put. down the Arab Government of Damascus 
in 1920? 

The see-saw history of mandated Syria through 
the ’208 ig disreputably shot through with the 
high-handed tactics of High Commissioners 
like De Jouvenel and Henri Ponsot, who played 


-one coy game with the Mandates Commission in 


Geneva, offering excuse after excuse for failing 
to grant organic laws and constitutions to 
Lebanon and Syria, while.working like true im- 
perialists in the Mediterranean to weed out every 
root of nationalism. 

Lebanon was proclaimed a republic in 1926, its 
Constitution drastically modified at Ponsot’s in- 
sistence in 1927, suspended in 1932, restored in 
1937—and Lebanese mistrust of France, of pre- 
World War I British promises, of the Western 
world, was one with smoldering Eastern cynicism. 
It took French force from 1920 -to 1926 to end 
the spontaneous, angry uprisings, fed always by 
the ancient conflict between the Druses—lIslamites 
—and the Maronites—Christians. And always 
the Lebanese looked back to their 50 years of 
fairly autonomous peace and prosperity under a 
Christian military governor. From the days when 
Solomon of Israel exchanged Palestinian staples 
for fine cedars from the forests of Lebanon, they 
had known foreign rule and exploitation—even 
before the time of the trading Phoenicians. Small 
wonder they now seize a fresh chance at freedom. 

This is no healthy situation for the Allies, 
Turkey, on the brink of joining them, is fearful 
enough of Nazi-held ports in Bulgaria across 
the Aegean, the Black Sea and the Dardanelles 
to savor any trouble in the rear. The oil of the 
Middle East, of Iran and Mesopotamia is increas- 
ingly important as the armies of Sir Henry Mait- 
land Wilson prepare for a drive through the 
Balkans. At no time in British history has the 
Eastern Mediterranean theater been such a crucial 
keystone to coming plans. 

There is a crisig in Lebanon. The French com- 
missioner, Heleu, acted hastily—yet perhaps for 
the short-view purpose of military expediency—to 
keep trouble out of the Levant at any cost. The 
Lebanese are stimulated in their drive for inde- 
pendence by the 1941 promise of Gen. Catroux 
that they should have it, by the peculiar posi- 
tion of the French Committee of National Liber- 
ation and by their centuries-old inheritance of 
restlessness and oppression. 

The sins of the fathers are not so quickly 
erased. If De Gaulle grants Lebanese independ- 
ence, he may well set all Arab peoples clamoring 
for it at a time when they know they can make 
serious trouble. He will also bring against his 
committee the charge of unconstitutionality—of 


taking decisive action in a colonial matter with- 


out a duly-elected parliament to sanction it, or 
a League of Nations Mandates Commission to 
approve it. If De Gaulle does. not grant Lebanese 
independence, he seta, himself up. as a target for 
further sniping from those who do not grant that 
he is the only real French leader. 

De Gaulle has’ acted, in the past, both constitu- 
tionally and in the spirit-of popular rule. He 
must be depended upon in this crisis to do what 
is wisest from both a moral and an expedient 
standpoint. He cannot be blamed for the shame- 
ful mistakes of generations of Europeans that 
preceded him,

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An Angry Report on OPA 

For all its accomplishments, OPA could obvious- 
ly do with a good critical going-over which 
would produce concrete proposals for simpler 
administration and more thoroughgoihg enforce- 
ment. The agency has been handicapped by a 
heavier burden of lawyers and legalistics than 
any one organization should have to muddle 
along under, Chiselers and crooks are able too 
easily to flout OPA regulations. There is a won- 
derful field for a critical survey of the right sort. 

An investigatory job has been done by Repre- 
sentative Smith of Nevada and his House com- 
mittee on executive agencies. The committee 
summed up its work yesterday in an angry report 
which indicates that the opportunity for a con- 
structive analysis of OPA still awaits some group 
more amenable to hard work and less eager to 
steam. 

The tone of the Smith committee’s report—or 
such of it as hag come to hand—is abusive rather 
than helpful. The committee seems to be satis- 
fied with finding subjects for objection, rather 
than with proposing measures of improvement. 
OPA is accused of overstepping its powers, yet 
everyone knows that OPA regulations are not 
yet enforced nearly well enough. 

It is an all too common fault of congressional 
investigating committees to be more interested in 
finding things wrong than in performing some 


service toward making them right. In so far as 
the Smith committee has been guilty of that fault, 
a surgical survey of OPA remains a piece of ‘tun- 
finished business, 
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Huffman’s Aid to the Gamblers 


If a policeman on the beat gets a report of a 
law violation, then hems and haws and looks up 
the law and consults lawyers and looks the other 
way and does so much general dawdling around 
that the suspect has ample time to dispose 
of the evidence, what happens to the patrol- 
man? Correct—he is fired by the Police Board 
so fast that his head swims. 

But what happens when the president of the 
Police Board himself goes through just this kind 
of performance, or worse? That is a burning 
question in St. Louis just now, in view of Edwin 
E. Huffman’s atrocious bungling of the whole 
gambling-machine clean-up, but the question can’t 
be answered as yet. When the answer comes, 
there’s no reason why it shouldn’t be the same as 
in the case of any humble policeman who shirked 
his duty. 

Belated raids began yesterday afternoon on the 
premises of the slot-machine distributers, whose 
notorious operations had been exposed two weeks 
before by the Post-Dispatch. These were not 
raids by the -police, however; Huffman’s refusal 
to sign the search warrants had effectively 
blocked that line of operation. Instead, the raida 
were made by Sheriff Quinn and his deputies, 
when Circuit Attorney Hennings had given up 
hope of any action by Huffman after six days’ 
delay and had obtained warrants from Circuit 
Judge Mason under a different law from the one 
originally chosen for action against the racket. 

The slot-machine distributers had not only the 
advantage of the protracted delay. They got the 
biggest break they could have wished for in the 
withdrawal of police watchers during the 48 hours 
preceding the start of the raids. The establish- 
ments had been kept under constant surveillance, 
then suddenly the guards were withdrawn, 

By whose order? Was it by Huffman’s? The 
Post-Dispatch learns today that this was indeed 
done on Huffman’s order... By his amazing and 
totally indefensible act, Huffman gave the gam- 
bling-machine owners ample time to spirit their 
devices away, and thus defeat the efforts of the 
Circuit Attorney and the pelice in general, 

There’s little if any mystery about what the 
slot-machine men were doing while the guard was 
off. Gambling devices that were seen in the 
McCall establishment last week were no longer 
there when the raiders arrived yesterday. What 
could have been more simple than to have shipped 
them out of town in the 48-hour period? 

It is surprising, under such circumstances, that 
the Sheriff’s men found as many machines as they 


did—39 pinball devices, which may or may not 


be gambling contraptions, and a single “one-armed 
bandit” in the two places raided yesterday. How 
many machines were moved is anybody's guess, 

So the opportunity to round up fhe slot ma- 
chines and smash the racket at one blow has been 
lost because of Huffman’s dawdling and obstruc-, 
tionism. So the gambling lords are enabled to 
evade and defy the law by the actions of a prin- 
cipal law-enforcement officer of the community. 

What would happen to the cop on the beat if he 
lent this sort of aid and comfort to a lawless ele 
ment that preys on the community? 
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Who Bombed Vatican City?

After warning that the Fascists would charge 
that the purpose was to destroy cultural monu- 
ments, the leaflets said: : 

It is possible, moreover, in order to lend 
plausibility to their lying statements, the 
Fascist Government or their German associ- 
ates will themselves arrange that bombs will 
be dropped on the center of Rome or even on 
Vatican City. We leave it to your intelligence 
to decide whether it is likely that we should 
waste our efforts on targets whose destruction 
is useless for our purposes, 

The Axis must be desperate for propaganda if 
it now carries out such a fake raid in order to 
denounce Allied flyers as “air pirates” who are 
guilty. of “grossest crime.” Perhaps the charges 
will distract the enemy’s home front for a moment 
from the defeats in Italy and Russia,

Relief Is a Sound Investment 


There is probably no disagreement about the 
humanitarian factor and the political value of 
bringing relief to peoples freed from Axis bond- 
age, a work for which the United Nations Relief 
and Rehabilitation Administration has been cfe- 
ated. When it comes to the matter of cost, how- 
ever, there may be questioning. There have 
already been querulous protests against under- 
takings described as “America trying to feed 
the world.” President Roosevelt’s message ask- 
ing Congress to authorize appropriation of funds 
will bring the subject up for public discussion. 

There is, of course, no plan for America to 
“feed the world.” UNRRA isa co-operative proj- 
ect of 44 nations and peoples, some of which are 
well situated for food production and export. 
Each will make its contribution, which will 
amount to only a fraction of its national income, 

Actually, this outlay will not be an outright 
contribution in most cases, but a loan. The expe- 
rience in North Africa shows what can be done 
elsewhere, After this region was recovered from 
Axis rule, its people were found to be almost 
destitute. ‘Food supplies, seeds, farming equip- 
ment, medicines and other necessities were rushed 
in. Now, less than a year later, the country is 
growing virtually all its own food, is helping 
feed the Allied armies and the French commit- 
tee has paid for a great part of the relief cost. 

Most of our war expenditure is necessarily for 
destructive purposes, Here is a phase of it that 
will be devoted to saving lives, and will pay 
dividends as it goes.

Diplomatic relations between the Soviet 
Union and the United States were estab- 
lished by an interchange of notes, dated 
Nov. 16, 1933, between President Kalinin of 
the Soviet Union and President Roosevelt 
of the United States. 

These notes, setting forth the basis of 
this action, were short and simple. They 
contained merely a statement of the fact 
and the purposes of the two governments 
in taking this action. 

They were: (1) The bope that the rela- 
tions between “our two peoples” would 


forever remain “normal and friendly”; (2). 


that the two nations- henceforth would 
co-operate for mutual benefit and “for the 
preservation of the peace of the world.” 


The first was the usual and conventional 
basis contained generally in treaties or 
commercial agreements. The second point, 
however, was most significant. It con- 
tained the extraordinary statement that the 
purpose of the agreement between the two 
countries was directed to the “preservation 


' of the peace of the world.” 


Thus even 10 years ago, the fundamental” 
devotion and feeling of the peoples of both 
countries for peace, and their yearning 
to project and maintain peace in order 
that men might have a decent chance for 
life and well-being on this earth, was jointly 
expressed by the Presidents of these two 
great governments, 3 


Aware of a Menace 


. This also indicates that perhaps the two 
countries most keenly aware, through their 
leadership, of the rising threat to the 
world’s security, were the Soviet Union an 
the United States. ! 

It was in this same year, 1933, that Hitler 
came into power. No government foresaw 
more clearly than did the Soviet Union the 
menace of Hitler aggression—certainly no 
government acted more energetically to 
avert it. In drawing up its budget for 
1933, the Soviet Union had devoted but 3.3 
per cent to war purposes. But it doubled 
that percentage the following year. Then 
for several years thereafter, it continued 
each year to double its appropriation for 
military purposes, 


Nor were Soviet efforts limited to their 
own defense. They labored indefatigably 
to build a system of collective security 
that would save the world from its present 
blood-bath. Similarly, no one foresaw more 
clearly the menace of Fascism than did 
President Roosevelt, who long before the 
outbreak of hostilities warned his people 
and the world of the threat that confront- 
ed us, 


Respect for Religious Rights 


It is significant also that in tho Inter- 
change of those agreements of 10 years 
ago, the Soviet Union, on the basis of its 
constitutional guarantees of religious lib- 
erty, gave ceftain guarantees of religious 
freedom to nationals of the United States 
within the territory of the U. 8S. 8. R., and 
pointed out that these provisions had been 
extended to other nations also. 


Those guarantees the Soviet Union has 
scrupulously kept. No less did it guaran- 
tee to restrain any and all persons in its 
Government service from, directly or in- 
directly, interfering in any manner in the 
internal affairs of the United States or

from, in any manner, inciting activity 
directed against the form of government 
or the territorial integrity of our own 
country, 3 

That, too, has been scrupulously observed 
by the Soviet Union. Recently, it has 
still further extended its religious guaran- 


‘tees through its recognition of the Greek 


Orthodox church. The ‘dissolution of the 
Comintern is another earnest of good faith. 


At no time, during that period, did the 
Soviet Union fail to extend to the United 
States all the benefits which were pro- 
vided by treaties under the “most favored 
nations clause” of agreements with other 
nations, 


Action by United States 


Six months before Pearl Harbor, and 
before the United States had been forced 
into a declaration of war, the Soviet Union 
was attacked by a dishonorable, malevolent 
and evil force—German Fascism. 


At a time when the resources of Great 
Britain and the British Empire were 
strained to the utmost to provide for their 
own needs, in their herculean and immortal 
resistance to Hitler, the Government of the 
United States immediately took forceful, 
energetic action to provide lease-lend aid 
for the great Red Army of the Soviet 
Union, 

Not only the two nations, but the whole 
world, are to be congratulated upon the 
fact that 10 years ago diplomatic relations 
with the 
upon the initiative of the President of the 
United States and as a part of the estab-

of the United States. 


Just as the basic, fundamental points of 
view, and the lack of any vital conflict- 
ing interests for 10 years, projected and 
maintained free, friendly and honest inter- 
course between our two nations for our 
mutual benefit, so there is every reason 
to believe that these same forces, and 
many more, will continue to operate, not 
only for our mutual benefit, but for the 
restoration of peace, and the continued 
maintenance of peace. 


Differences Are Adjusted 


Of course, there have been differences, 
natural in all human relations during these 
10 years. But what is especially heartening 
is the fact that they have been met with 
a lofty, large-minded and noble attitude 
of tolerance and faith on the part of the 
great leaders of the Soviet Union and 
those of my own country. 


That fact, as an indication of what the 


future holds, gives stanch ground for the 


hope, belief and faith that the great peoples 
of the Soviet Union, the United States, the 
British Empire and the free men of the 
United Nations will victoriously finish this 
job of fighting; will drive these evil men 
to their knees, and will then go on to re- 
deem mankind from bestiality and force 
and establish a rule of justice, law, order 
and peace on this earth. :

A Fine Book for a Door Stop, 
Or a Sure Cure for Insomnia 


“Trismegetus Revealed: A Royal Romance and Play 
Upon Words Assembled by the Ghost Writers aad 
Transcribed by A. Goodwill.” 

Every now and then a book comes along 
which, for sheer phut and utter twaddle, is 
just such a book. 

The most recent example is an opus en- 
titled, for reasons best known to the author, 
“Trismegetus Revealed.” One need hardly 
scan the first half-dozen pages to realize 
that it certainly does reveal trismegetus. In 
fact, this reviewer has never seen trismege- 
tus so thoroughly and completely revealed 
as it is in this book. It starts revealing 
trismegetus on the first page and doesn’t 
let up until the last. It reveals it backward 
and forward, and having done that, reveals 
it up and down. It then proceeds to reveal 
it inside and out, and then, for a final fillip, 
reveals it standing, sitting and running. And 
it doesn’t matter in the least which. It caa 
do it as well one way as another. 

“Trismegetus Revealed” is a book which 
stands 10% inches high in its stocking feet 
which, the discriminating reader will be 
quick to realize, comes to 62 picas. It 
weighs in the neighborhood of two pounds, - 
stripped to its girdle, and has 954 pages. 


This reviewer feels that he would not be 
too extreme in his judgment if he were to 
say that it is the type of book of which it 
can be safely said that it certainly is that 
type of book. As for what it reveals, one 
need not hesitate to say that one word ig 
undoubtedly as true as the next, and that 
it is a book which will go down as the type 
of book which it obviously is. 

It is recommended for door stops, weight- 
lifting exercises and for use as a missile in 
street brawls. A well-aimed copy of “Tris- 
megetus Revealed” would fell an ox at 4 
paees. ‘ - 

Among other interesting facts, it is print- 
ed on white paper with black ink and « 
good deal of it appears to be in English. It 
has two covers, front and back, with the 
title cunningly printed in plain view on the 
former. It is plain to see that “Trismege 
tus Revealed” has nothing to conceal. 

What the reader gets from this volume 
depends entirely upon the reader. If he is 
a cross-eyed man with his sensory percep- 
tions close to the surface, for instance, he 
will get a bad case of emotional hysteria, 
If he is suffering from insomnia, he will 
soon get to sleep.

“Dally Life in Bible Times,” by Albert E. Bailey. 

(Charlies Scribner's Sons, New York.) 

As a teacher, Albert Edward Bailey faced 
the difficulty of making real to students 
the everyday life of the people of Bible 
times.

] GREATLY hope that none of 
these gentlemen will have any- 
thing to say about 
peace. For, if they are already 


the coming 
betting against the success of their 


own plans, let us make other plans. 

Mr. Knox's plan is to have per- 
manent universal military train- 
ing, the world’s largest air force 
and fleet, and be sure that “we 
don't end this war too soon,” and 
only when our troops stand in 
Berlin and Tokyo. 

We are to knock out Germany 
and Japan once and for all, leav- 
ing only the United Nations as 
power factors on earth. We are 
to make sure that the following 
peace “will endure for a long time.” 
But we must be warned against the 
illusion that it will endure. 

I do not know which of the 
United Nations Mr. Knox consid- 
ers will be our next enemy. Sen- 
ator Brewster is more specific. If 
we don't get what we want, it may 
be Britain. And one cause may 
be the competing interests of Brit- 
ish and American oil companies 
in territory belonging to neither 
Brjtain nor America. 

Senator Brewster picks a good 
point for his next war—Persia. 
American and British boys are to 
fieht each other there in behalf 
of the conflicting interests of pri- 
vate companies. But there is an- 
other power interested in Persia, 


though not in oil concessions, but 


likely to be the last war.” 


omy to warm water. That is 
Russia, “So we could have a won- 
derful war bound to embrace the 
whole world, or lay the founda- 
tions for World War No, IV. That 
would be fine because, by then, 
we will have perfected atomic dis- 
integration, and so can blow the 
human race off the earth and give 
this globe a final, lasting peace.

Curiously enough, I don’t believe 
these prophets. I don’t believe we 
are going to fight over Persian oil, 
nor even over air transport, nor do 
I think that the people are going 
to put their trust in immense na- 
tional arms. 

For, when this war is over, the 
people are going to go carefully 
into its causes. They are going to 
review the diplomacy of the last 
20 years. And they are going to 
find out that this war need never 
have happened. They are going 
to see that it was the result of 
the game of power politics, foster- 
ing the hope that a war could 
occur which would not affect their 
own nation, but militate to their 
own interests. They are also g0- 
ing to see that wars occur because 
the governments and ruling powers 
of nations do not know how to 
organize and use their own re- 
sources and man power for the: 
wealth and happiness of their own 
people, and so turn them loose in 
conquest as a way out of a di-

That is not said to exculpate 
Hitler and the Germans who 
started this catastrophe. But what 
has to be explained is how and 
why he, and the nation behind 
him, were able to get into the 
position where they could do all 
this.

PUBLICITY BUILDS 
TOJO AS STRONG MAN 


Stern-faced Gen. Hideki Tojo, 
Japan’s most active and most pub- 
licized Premier, has become the 
empire’s outstanding war hero and 
at least outwardly its unchallenged 
dictatorial leader. 

As a General and wartime Pre- 
mier, Tojo escapes the criticism 
the Japanese usually level against 
their commoner rulers. An inten- 
sive press campaign is building 
him up as a symbol of stern devo- 
tion to duty and the frugal living 
which the times demand of all sub- 
jects. 


His picture is constantly fea- 
tured in the newspapers showing 
him visiting wounded soldiers and 
sailors, addressing factory workers, 
consoling youthful war orphans. 


Never Shown Smiling. 

Tojo is never shown smiling. He 
always wears the same expression 
—solemn and severe, with out- 
thrust jaw and squared shoulders, 
accepting homage with condescen- 
sion and a brief salute. 

Newsreels show him marching 
briskly during reviews so that his 
aids, some of whom are large phys- 
ically, have to step lively to keep 
pace.

You’ve heard..those words, you’ve seen 


them—many times. But somehow, standing 
there before that wrinkled parchment, you 


‘become conscious of meanings that used to 


be only sounds in the music of the language. 


Those men who signed that document 
called it “the pursuit of Happiness.” The right 
that every man was to enjoy in this new 
country was the right to pursde happiness. To 
roll up his sleeves and go after it'and struggle 
and win it with his own two hands and his wits. 


And because the people who first heard 
those words understood them—because they 
realized that their right was one of pursuit— 
they went out with strength and courage and 
faith to hew quarries out of Vermont rock, 
to dig mines in the West Virginia earth, to 
build mills along the rivers of North Carolina.

Today, there are those who voice other 
words.

Coming out of the bush, these 
men have the lost, ionely look of 
pioneers, the pioneers of our own 
American past.

Some were rubber 
experts in the more civilized Far 
East before they were drafted by 
the war emergency to take part in 
the search for new sources of a 
vital war commodity.

Hazlett is being allowed $6 per day expenses as long as we- 


are in the East. And that is in addition to his regular salary. 
Isn't Uncle Sam wonderful?”

YES, UNCLE SAM is wonderful. Why under the sun 


should this relative of mine be paid an extra $180 per month 
for living in the East, when he will be doing the same work 
he formerly performed here in the Middle West? If he were 
going on a trip, like a traveling salesman, I could see the 
wisdom of allowing him an expense account to meet the un- 
usual demands of travel and hotel rooms. But this man is 
moving into a house where he will live steadily for possibly the 
next six months. He has already rented a house there. It 
costs him $5 per month more than the one he sub-let when he 
departed from the Middle West.

LIVING caine aia from rent, are not greatly at 
variance there in contrast to his past grocery and meat bills 
out here. Possibly a temporary $25 per month increase in his 
salary might be justified because of his transferring to a dif- 
ferent region, but that fs all. He sublet his home, furnished, 
and has rented a furnished house, so he has no expense as re- 
gards moving furniture. When you employes of private busi- 
ness firms are sent to live in a new territory, do you get an 
extra $6 per day as expense money while there? When me- 
chanics and other trained workers have moved to defense 
areas, do they expect to draw an extra $6 per day to help defray 
their living? When our soldiers, sailors and Marines go into 
service, meanwhile jeopardizing their professional careers in 
business or factories back in their native towns, do they get 
an extra $6 per day while on Uncle Sam's payroll?

CRAMBLING eggs is a simple 
S process, but.not so simple that 

one does not have to observe 
the rules and learn the nature of 
eggs to do the job perfectly. The 
finished product should have a 
light, fluffy appearance rather than 
a flat, soggy one. The fat in the 
skillet is not heated hot enough to 
discolor the eggs, the eggs have 
been broken whole into the skillet, 
the cooking is done slowly and the 
stirring. has not been vigorous 
enough to completely obscure the 
whites, so that the finish is clear 
gold, beautifully streaked with 
snow white. 

Scrambled Egg Salad. 

Four medium-sized tomatoes, 
four tablespoons mayonnaise, one- 
eighth teaspoon salt, three table- 
spoons margarine, one tablespoon’ 
chopped celery, one tablespoon 
chopped onion, four eggs. 

Wash tomatoes, remove stém 
scar. Scoop out a small portion 
from center of each, puree and 
beat with mayonnaise and salt, 
chill. Saute celery and onion in 
margarine for five minutes. Then 
add the eggs and scramble, add 
desired seasoning, cut tomatoes 
part way down, into several sec- 
tions and separate slightly. Place 
on individual plates and fill the 
center of each with the eggs, top 
with mayonnaise mixture and 
serve, Four servings.

Parsley 
potatoes, one and one-half pounds 
potatoes, seasoning, chopped pars- 
ley; buttered green beans, one 
pound beans cooked, butter or mar- 
garine; beet pickles; bread, eight 
slices enriched; prune whip, mash 
one and one-half cups cooked 
prunes, add two teaspoons lemon 
juice, one-half teaspoon lemon rind, 
Beat two egg whites until foamy, 
gradually add two tablespoons 
sugar and beat until stiff. Add 
prune mixture. Pile lightly into 
greased baking dish. Bake 30 
minutes in moderate oven, 825 
degrees.

Turkey-less Dinner 


GOLDEN SIZZLING DUCK WITH ALL THE TRIMMINGS WILL MAKE A 
DELICIOUS THANKSGIVING DINNER,

OUR Thanksgiving dinner can 
y be a true holiday meal even 

if you don’t have turkey. You 
can have all the traditional trim- 
mings with an alternate meat, a 
golden citrus salad and a glossy 
pumpkin pie with cream cheese 
flutings around the top in place of 
the old favorite, whipped cream. 

There are still enough apples, 
dates, figs and raisins and nuts to 
fill the fruit bowl for a festive 
table centerpiece. And sprinkle 
some cracked nuts nearby. 

More citrus fruits are now ap- 
pearing daily in the markets and 
halves of grapefruit make at at- 
tractive opening course. Diced 
grapefruit and sliced oranges with 
a few raisins or grapes are also 
appropriate, Crab, shrimp and 
other fish cocktails appeal to 
some folk. And you might like to 
serve hot cider or steaming vege- 
table juices in the living-room for 
a preliminary. 

Good stuffing is a “must” in 
most Thanksgiving menus. This 
year when having a turkey alter- 
nate, put your best stuffing into a 
duck or chicken or shoulder of 
veal. With plenty of brown gravy, 
your main dish will go over with 
a bang. 

Vary the stuffing in flavor and 


texture by including half a cup 
of salted peanuts,-chopped prunes 
or sausage meat to each four cups 
of stuffing. Allow about a cup of 
stuffing per serving. Bake any 
extra in a casserole and pass with 


‘the “seconds.” 


Potatoes are now abundant, so 
have mounds of fluffy mashed 
whites or yellow sweets. And there 
is a wide assortment of other 
vegetables. Carrots (if sweet po- 
tatoes are not served), green 
beans, -brussels sprouts, beets or 
cauliflower offer a choice. Vary 
the colors and textures of the 
vegetables. Diced carrots or tur- 
nips are best when mashed pota- 
toes or squash are on the menu. 
Green beans or beets put zip into 
the main course when mashed 
rutabagas are served. 

Cranberries, now quite plenti- 
ful, are an important item for the 
national feast. If you want to 
switch from the usual sauce or 
jelly, you may serve cranberries 
in juice, sherbet, salad, relish or 
steamed pudding dessert. 
\ A salad course is not really 

eded for this meal, especially 
if you use some of your best 
home-made preserves and pickles. 

Pumpkin or squash pie makes 
a grand meal finale. Mince meat 
tarts are also tempting. And for 
the busy home-maker commercial 
ice cream placed in scooped-out 
bakery cup cakes and _ topped 
with raisins and nuts is fitting.

CONFESS to a considerable 
admiration for Westbrook Peg- 
ler’s literary style and often 

his content, but I am sometimes 
troubled because I am not tech- 
nically familiar with the basis of 
his material—for instance. I do 
not know from personal experi- 
ence what relation the Peoria 
Cement Mixers’ Union has with 
the Secretary of State. 

But one day Mr. Pegler hit upon 
a subject of which I claim some 
technical and expert knowledge— 
the state of the nation’s health. 
He said that if one can judge by 
the number of remedies that are 
drummed into the ears of the 
American public by radio, ours is 
a nation of hypochondriacs. He 
said that long ago when the coun- 
try was younger there were many 
secret formula remedies generally 
used, but then the number and 
quality of the medical profession 
improved and the Department of 
Justice made the manufacturers 
modify their claims and the self- 
dosing of the American public 
stopped until the radio got start- 
ed; and now self-dosing is in full 
flower again.

MR. PEGLER acknowledged to 
having taken some of these reme- 
dies himself in the form of vita- 
min tablets, and in spite of the 
oratory he heard about them, they 
not only did not do him any good, 
but they made him feel worse. His 
experience is something like one 
of mine. I was being sent samples 
of vitamin tablets, and not know- 
ing what to do with them, I gave 
a box to a genial alcoholic friend. 
The printed slip said they were 
good for restoring nerves and 
muscles, would help to keep hair 
from turning gray, improve sight 
at night and relieve outbreaks on 
the skin. But the slip got lost, so 
the recipient never saw it and so 
never knew what he was supposed 
to be being cured of. He took 
them for a week, and was very 
enthusiastic, said they did him a 
world of good, but as I questioned 
him, I found it was not in any of 
the departments which they were 
advertised to help. 

Mr. Pegler is right in general, 
as he usually is, and as any doctor 
could tell him. People treat them- 
selves, not because they are sick, 
but in 80 per cent of cases because 
it makes them feel important. A 
diet that somebody goes on in 
most instances has no effect what- 
ever on the digestive op metabolic 
state of the dieter, but it gives her 
something to talk about. But 
heavens, this is not confined to 
America nor to this age. If it were 
possible for me to take’ Mr. Pegler 
to a European health resort in the 
old days, he would see English, 
French Bulgarians, Republicans 
and Rumanians, all with little cups 
strung around their necks, drink- 
ing a tablespoonful of water every 
hour, and then going to another 
spring to have a good gargle and 
then going to the hotel and eating 
some fancy bran and hay diet—

LOGAN, IIL, Nov. 15. 


HE portly gentleman who 
stood at the side of the road 
Sunday morning with upraised 
cane might have been making a 
threatening gesture, but in his left 
hand he carried a Bible, and on 
his face was an ingratiating smile, 
No, it couldn’t be a holdup. The 


.man wanted a lift on his way. 


The cane was for use in walking 
if he failed to get it, In hailing 
the approaching car it served in 
place of the usual thumb. 

The portly gentleman was Elder 
William P. Moore, Baptist preach- 
er, hitch-hiking to meetin’ as he 
has done for years and as he is 
still doing at the age of 84, a 
familiar figure on Southern Illi- 
nois roads on Sunday mornings, 
making his way to his appoint- 
ments here and there. If he 
“ketches” a ride, well and good, 
If he doesn’t, he walks, no matter 
how many miles he has to go, 
starting early so that if he has to 
walk he will still arrive in time. 
If, as usually happens, he is picked 
up, he arrives at the church ahead 
of time, the first one there, and 
sits on the steps until the people 
gather in. It is his boast that he 
has never missed an app’intment. 

The elder, as he likes to be 
called, for that is the fashion 
among the Missionary Baptists 
when they speak of their minis- 
ters, has been preachin’ the gospel, 
as he proudly says, for 59 years, 
and although he is getting a bit 
over-weight and-.foot-heavy, he has 
not grown weary in well-doing and 
aims to keep on as long as he has 
strength. So far it is sufficient 
unto the day and its demands, but 
he is not as spry as he used to be. 
Notwithstanding, though, he was 
on hand last month for the annual 
convention of the Franklin County 
Baptist Association at Sesser, as 
he has been at every annual meet- 
ing for the last 65 years. He hitch- 
hiked the 15 miles or so, riding 
when he could get a pickup, walk- 
ing when he couldn't. At the con- 
vention he was shown the honors 
deemed his due as the dean of 
ministers of the denomination and 
held up as an example to young 
preachers, who have been known 
to complain of the hardness of 
their lot, 
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F it is hardships they want to 

know about, Elder Moore can tell 

of plenty he has endured—but in 
his telling there is no complaint. 
Rather, he glories in what he has 
been through, listing, his priva- 
tions, calling them his many bless- 
ings as he names them one by one, 

In the early 80s, when he began 
preaching, rural Baptists didn’t be- 
lieve in spoiling their pastors by 
paying them too much, For 25 
years he didn’t get enough to pay 
for. his clothes, At that he was as 
well dressed as the people he 
preached to, Clothes weren't im- 
portant to him then or now. The 
only time he ever looked like a 
preacher was when somebody gave

him a Prince Albert suit. He 
never felt comfortable in it and 
was glad when it wore out. 

One thing that the people liked 
about Elder Moore was that he 
never passed the hat. The church 
members paid him what they felt 
like. Usually they didn’t feel like 
paying him much. Their idea was 
that a preacher should be humble 
and poor. They looked to the Lord 
to keep him humble and they saw 
to it that. he was kept poor. He 
remembers as the peak of his pros- 
perity the time when he was paid 
$25 a month for holding Saturday 
and Sunday gervices. He accepted 
it but one, gets the impression, 
from the way he tells about it, 
that he didn’t feel quite right 


about it, though he wouldn’t say it 


was exactly a sin. Another con- 
gregation paid him $10 a month. 
A heap more of them never paid 
him anything, but nobody could 
ever say that he didn’t give them 
the same’ Gospel that he gave to 
the rich congregation that paid 
him $25 a month, 

It was Elder Moore's conviction 
that a preacher should support 
himself, and his people had re- 
spect for hig convictions. He 
turned a little crop, he says, and 
split ties, and worked in the tim- 
ber for 50 cents a day, but -he 
never allowed these activities to 
get in the way of his preaching. 
When meetin’ day came he dropped 
everything and went, whether it 
was weekday or Sunday. There 
were some who said that if Elder 
Moore went on that way he would 
starve to death when he got old. 
The saying came to the elder’s 
ears but he laughed it off. He 
reckoned the Lord would provide. 
For a man who was going to 
starve to death when he got old 
Elder Moore looks well fed. 

Now that he is getting along in 


years the elder and his wife live 
with their son, Ray, on a little 
farm at the edge of the village. 
He has made the place over to 
his boys and lets them do most of 
the work, but he takes a hand at 
supervising. That was apparent 
the other day when Ray left the 
house to begin building a shed in 
the pasture across the big road. 
“T’ll be up after a while, son,” the 
elder said. “Set it next to the 
calf pen, facin’ south.” 
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LDER MOORE counts as stars 
E in his crown the 17 churches 

that he has helped organize 
and, among them, the seven that 
he has helped build. Consider- 
ing that there are only 51 
churches in the Franklin County 
Baptist Association, this is 
some kind of a record. Part of 
the explanation is that he has al- 
ways favored work among the 
country people. He sought out iso- 
lated communities, the more iso- 
lated the better. If, in such» a 
community, there was no Baptist 
church, and the people were like 
sheep without a shepherd, he 
would get permission to hold a re- 
vival in a schoolhouse. There 
would be some conversions and 
considerable warming over of Bap- 
tists grown cold without leader- 
ship, and the next thing a congre- 
gation wouldvbé organized, to be 
followed by the building of a 
church house. 

Much of the elder’s activity has 
been here in Franklin County, for 
he was born near this village and 
has lived around here all his life, 
though he has traveled a bit and 
can name 10 states that he has vis- 
ited. He has managed somehow 
to get to all the big national meet- 
ings of Baptists. One was at De- 
troit and one at Fort Worth, Tex., 
at the big tabernacle of the Rev. 
Frank Norris, fundamentalist and 


arch enemy of evolution. The 
elder himself is fundamentalist 
through and through. The last 
church that he served regularly 
was the Fundamentalist Baptist at 
Benton, five miles away. He hitch- 
hiked or walked back and forth. 
Now he doesn’t have any regular 
church but preaches wherever he 
can get an app’intment. He could 
have one every Sunday if he could 
get around, but he doesn’t always 
feel like hitchhiking or walking 
too far. In the earlier days he 
traveled horseback and in a little 
old buggy and afoot. The farthest 
he ever walked was 16 miles. That 
was when he was living on Pond 
Creek. His app’intment was at 
a country church near Harrisburg. 
He had lost his horse, the last one 
that he owned, and it was a case 
of going afoot or not going. That 
was in the horse and buggy days 
and mighty few vehicles were mov- 
ing early Sunday forenoon. So he 
allowed himself four hotrs and 
walked it every step of the way. 
The meetin’ was to start at 11 
o’clock, The elder arrived shortly 
after 10 and sat on the steps until 
the folks came. So when it came 
time to preach he was rested and 


‘ ready to pour on the Baptist doc- 


trine. 


Neither then nor at any other 
time or place did the elder ever 
preach a prepared sermon. He 
never wrote a sermon in his life, 
or even tried to. He likes to tell 
a story about the new preacher 
and the old lady, The new preach- 
er preached and the old lady went 
away and said it was a fine ser- 
mon. Somebody asked her if she 
could remember it and she said no, 
he couldn’t remember it himself— 
he had to write it down. The story 
is intended to show what Elder 
Moore thinks of preachers who 
write their sermons. A preacher 
who does that is pretty apt to be 
a modernist. From the way he 
says you get a faint idea of

South’s two no trump bid was 
aggressive, but not to be censured, 
It was not the contract that South 
reached but his play of the cards 
that ‘left a great deal to be de- 
sired. 

West led the spade 10 and de- 
clarer correctly put up dummy’s 
king. He then led a heart. West 
won, and shrewdly surmising that 
South had the spade jack well 
guarded, shifted to a club. De- 
clarer won with the king and led 
a diamond toward dummy. West 
playing -the deuce, declarer tried 
the finesse and was gratified to 
see the queen hold the trick. Per- 
haps he was too gratified to take 
the proper pains from that point. 
He cashed his good hearts, and 
West promptly discarded the king 
of diamonds! 

Declarer was now facing certain 
defeat. He could not establish the 
diamond suit without giving East 
the lead, and to do that would be 
fatal because East would return a 
spade through declarer’s J-7-4, 
There was no way to take more 
than eight tricks—one spade, three 
hearts, two diamonds and two 
clubs. 

Observe how easy it was to es- 
tablish the diamond suit without 
letting East, the danger hand, win 
the lead. All declarer had to do, 
after knocking-out the heart ace 
and winning West’s club return 
with the king, was lead a diamond 
(as he did) toward dummy, win 
with the queen (or the ace), then 
return to his own hand with a 
heart, and lead a second diamond 
immediately, before West could 
“ditch” the diamond king. Now, 
when West perforce followed suit 
with the diamond king, give him 
the trick!
